Jefferson City, June 22.—State 
Auditor Hackman in a letter today 
advised county collectors to return 
part of state income taxes collected 
that accrued from January I. 1919 
to August 7 last, as a result of a 
recent decison of the Missouri su­ 
preme court. 
The efriind, it was 
estimated, will approximate $1,S44,- 
800, or 4 Oper cent of the total col­ 
lected. 
The decision held that the law’,

Board after he had dictated a state­ 
ment In which he courted 
the 
muses. 
He was convicted in 1916 
of aiding in robbing a store and 
sentenced for seven years and six 
months. 
Joseph Neubar was jointly con­ 
victed with him and the latter has 
been released. After stating to the 
board that he can prove a worthy 
member of good society if given 
hid freedom, and referring to his 
excellent record in the penitentiary, 
Sipple concluded by adding: 
"You will agree with me, I see. 
that I am deserving of clemency.” 
Other paroles recommended by 
the board and granted by the Gov­ 
ernor were: 
John Brown, convicted in Boone 
County last June 
of 
furnishing 
tools to prisoners in jail with which 
they effected their escape, and sen­ 
tenced for five years. Brown had 
the reputation of being a hard-work­ 
ing young man in Columbia and 
keeping out of trouble of all kinds, 
until his friend, Nathan King, was 
convicted of violations of the local 
option law and sentenced to jail 
for two years. 
The latter induced Brown 
to 
bring hnn a pair of large bolt nip­ 
pers, and with these the locks were 
cut from the cells of several pris­ 
oners, all of whom escaped save 
King, who played the 
part 
pf 


arousing the officers long after the 
prisoners had made their getaway. 
He had told Brown that by this 
ruse the Circuit Judge would un­ 
doubtedly grant a parole and he 
would get out of jail, a free man. 
Ben Pomdonner of Greene Coun­ 
ty, sentenced in November, 1916, 
for seven years for forgery and 
robbery, was paroled. 
Louis Bolden of St. Louis, con­ 
victed in April, 1919, of burglary 
and sentenced for three years, was 
paroled to Charles H. Horton of 
St. Louis.
